AVING had requests for tea 


cakes, doughnuts, oatmeal 
cookies and the like, I'm 


hoping you'll welcome a little chatter 
along this line. 


Time was when every family pantry 


had its cake hoi and cookie jar filled 
with tea cakes, ginger cakes, oatmeal 
cookies, marvels, doughnuts, etc., for 
the chidren to eat between meals. Now 
since there are so many cakes put out 
in cartons or bulk, less and less are 
made at home. 
Yet there is nothing 


more delicious than a home-made 
cookie. 


There are so many recipes In the 


modern cook book that the inexperi- 
enced housewife is confused when it 
co'mes to choosing .the best one. In 
many families there are tried and true 
recipes that hare been handed down 
from mother to daughter through BBT- 
eral generations. Often though these 
call for so many eggs that they are 
now almost prohibitive. 
They were 


concocted before the day of baking 
powder lessens the number of ejgs to 
an extent, but you must not expect to 
get the same richness if the baking 
powder is overdone, 


"When making tea cakes some want 


them thick and soft, others thin and 
crisp. It is quite easy to please every- 
one with very little trouble. To have 
the soft one, roll and cut out and bake 
as the usual recipe calls for. To have 
thin, crisp and brittle, use one cup of 
flour, half cup mixed dry sugar; knead 
this into the dough and use for rolling 
out Just as you -would plain flour and 
the cakes will be quite different 


Usually I make the soft ones first 


and as I roll and cut the pieces are 
rekneaded with the flour and sugar to 
get them together again into a portion 
of dough. Roll out and cut as you did 
at the beginning. 


Chocolate may ba added should you 


like a chocolate teacake. The choco- 
late should he grated. m^Ued and add- 
ed v.'hen making the dough. I simply 


add one-eighth pound, making no other 
changes in the recipe. Teacakes are 
good if two are put together with a 
good spungy icing. 


Doughnuts are a delicious small cake 


and while it takes time to make these 
cakes, there ii nothing hard about it I 
would like to give a little warning.

Mix as you would tea 
cakes; roll very thin and bake in rath- 
er quick oven. Do not put too close 
together. They should not touch.

a halt cups flour, one cup sugar. Mix 
butter and sugar, add eggs, salt, oat- 
meal, then flour to make a stiff dough. 
Sometimes less flour is required. With 
a spoon and fork drop pieces about the 
Blie of aa English walnut on a greased 
baking pan.
